� Ira Whitman’s report included a discussion of the exam and 

application process, wherein he noted that the Committee 

determined that a first time applicant who does not pass the 

exam after three attempts must wait one year to apply to 

become an LSRP, the same as the previously adopted policy 

for temporary licensees. 

� Ira Whitman then called on DEP’s Frank Pinto to update the 

Board on the status of the exam, the candidate bulletin and the 

application drafting process.
